“SCOTCH CHURCHES 


Movement Underway in Looking to 
Presbyterian Church Union. 
Road Improvement Project 


Edinburgh, Feb. 4.—It is with ob- 
vious pain that the churches. com- 
plain that the people of Scotland are 
losing their habit of church-going. 
Yet there never was a time when mat- 
ters theological were more actively 
discuesed.

of tthe two great ' Presbyterian 
Churches—the “Auld Kirk’’ and the 
United Free, which would in name, 


but not in spirit undo the work of 
the disruption of 1843, that brought 
the original Free Kirk into existence, 

Ht-is believed by many that if the 
two great Presbyterian churches could 
white they would provide better for 


the purely intellectual lifg of the 
people and they would do more of the 
religious and social work that each is 
striving to carry on separately. 


Awonomy or Effort, 

The economy of effort is 80 obvious 
that this alone jis considered a suf- 
ticlent cause of union by those that 
do not weigh the very serious diffi- 
culties in the path. Present negoti- 
ations will not settle the questions at 
issue, But certainly the time has not 
yet ccme for declaring they have 
broken down. An apparently confi- 
dent statement to that effect cannot 
be more than an expansion jof y re- 
cent utterance by a member of the 
conference that a critical stage has 
been reached. This critical stage was 
fores¢en. Nobody supposes that the 
Churches agreed to confer without 
knowing perfectly well that they 
would encounter difficulties when they 
came, €o0 deal with spiritual indepen- 
dencé’and the national recognition of 
religions, or that the leaders on both 
sides were not aware that the prin- 
ciples may be expressed in more ways 
than one, 

On both sides it has been announced 
that there is to be no sacrifice of ‘prin- 
ciple or of temporalities, By concen- 
tration of effort it is thought that re- 
ligion may Once more regain its firm 
hold on the descendants of the Cov- 
entntor.

A prominent financial! authority has 
give publicity to the Canadian plan, 
He asid, "In January, 1909, the Cana- 
dian government issued, through the 
Bank of Montreal, (6,000,000 of 3 3-4 
per cent. bonds graded thus: £10, £20, 
£60, £100, £500 and £1,000 each, The 
first £10 bond was purchased with 
some ceremony by Mr. Lioyd-George, 
and the Idea was that by means of 
these bonds Canadian securities would 
be Well distributed among small in- 
vestors, The effort was wel) adver- 
tised in the press and {t was suggest- 
ed by Mr, iFelding himself, the Cana- 
dian minister of finance, who was 
known to have been approached on 


the subject by Mr, F, W. Hirst, the 
editor of the Kconomiat. 
"The experiment was bold. It was 


carried through without the help of 
the post office, and it ig an open secret
